The persistent efforts that are being matlc 
to increase the power of artillery has given 
rise to some strange results, among which is 
the necessity for what Is to be Kdowu hence 
forth as pebble powder. 
The guns on the 
British iron-clad Devastation are of thirty-five 
tons- th e largest afloat. 
They carry a pro 
jectlle weighing TOO pounds; but it has been 
found that every time they are fired they scoro 
the Iron decks of tho ship. 
This ut first coul 
not be accounted for, but it is now found to be 
caused by the grains of powder that have not 
had time to be consumed within the guns.— 
To remedy this, the guns are to be length 
ened: for to move so heavy a weight as the 
shot they throw, a slow-burning powder Is es­ 
sential. 
To accomplish this the grains of tho 
powder hitherto used have been about the size 
of ordinary marbles. 
It is now proposed to 
increase their size to about the bulk of good 
sized walnuts, and at the same time plans are 
betag taken ut the Royal gun factories to con 
struct guns of sixty tons, with the prospect 
of going on very shortly to seveniy-tive tons. 
We glt^n some interesting facts upon this 
subject from a writer in the Loudon Standard 
who says: 


“ Unless we make our gnus of extravagant 
length It may be expected that some of Hie 
powder will always be blown out. 
Probably 
there is no gun, of whatever size, which does 
not do this more or less. 
But when we come 
to use very large guns, and charge them with 
powder of extreme coarseness, the cllect is 
presented in so magnificent a form that it 
creates an impression as if unburnt powder 
blown out of a gun were altogether a novel­ 
ty. 
Ii has been found that the rifle large grain 
powder, which answered well enough for guns 
of comparatively small calibre,is by no means 
suitoU to the heavier style of ordnance. 
As 
general rule it may bo said that the bigger the 
gun the bigger should be the grains of pow- 
der. 
A 700-pound shot is not to bo sent oil 
upon its errand as unceremoniously as if it 
were a mere ball of some sLxty-cight pounds' 
weight. 
The simple kick of a sharp explo­ 
sion will not suffice. 
There m ast be a pre­ 
liminary push and the kick must come after­ 
ward. 
It was for this reason that Sir Joseph 
Whitworth proposed to have a small cart­ 
ridge inside the large one. 
The small car­ 
tridge was to be Ignited first, and was to act 
as the “ startor." This was to be followed— 
after that fleet instant of time which means 
much in these operations—by the rush of the 
big explosion. 
Lord Elcho suggested that 
the scoring of the decks of the Devastation 
was occasioned by the studs which wero 
shorn ofl from the projectiles. 
But the infor­ 
mation supplied to Sir H. Storks is to the ef­ 
fect that the pebble powder alone is accounta­ 
ble for the marks on the deck of the ship and 
elsewhere. 
Supposing the Simi* to be shorn 
oft or otherwise damaged, tho fact is of no 
great consequent*, providing the flight of the 
projectiles is not Injuriously affected thereby, 
or the gun itself damaged. 
So far as we can 
learn, there is no reason to apprehend either 
of these prejudicial results. We are not aware 
of any foundation for the rumor that it re­ 
quired Hie labor of eight men to ram the shot 
home after a certain number of rounds bas 
been fired. 
Responsible officers state that the 
guns were loaded from first to last with tbu 
greatest facility. 
We are also at a loss to un­ 
derstand how It was |>ossiblo for some of the 
projectiles to turn over In their flight, and yet 
to preserve a tolerably accurate trajectory.— 
Damage to the studs does not involve damage 
to the guns, but rather the contrary, tbs soft­ 
est metal naturally showing the results of 
friction. 
The studs are of gun metal, and the 
interior of the gun is of Bteel, so that we can 
have little doubt as to which is the most like­ 
ly to sutler. 
With regard to the accuracy of. 
flight, this is pretty well demonstrated by tho 
precision with which the two projectiles Ared 
from twin guns preserve their parallelism.— 
During the first hundred yards, or less, of 
their flight, there is a slight vibration In the 
projectiles, bot this tremor is not perceptible 
at a quarter of a mile. 
To this peculiarity is 
due Hie fact, ut first very puzzling, (bat our 
guns have a greater |*Aetrating power at 400 
yards thai) at seventy. 
At the shorter range 
the slight degree of “ wobbling'’ demands a 
greater area for the passage of the shot thro’ 
the shield. 
An extra tach in the diameter of 
the perforation Involves a certain amount of 
extra work, and this extra energy is saved 
when tho shot is steady.”

Tho following is an extract from a letter 
written by General di Ceanola, from Salamis, 
in Cyprus, under date of February 17th last, 
lo oue of the trustees of tbs Metropolitan Mu­ 
slim of Art. 
The Genersl, as Is well known, 
returned to Cyprus last autumn, and since 
then bas been exploring and excavating there 
in ho|>e that tho Museum would soon be able 
to furnish him with funds for operating ou a 
large scale. 
His letter is especially interest­ 
ing now that tho effort Is making to raise a 
sufficient sum to pay for bls collection, which 
is exhibited at the Museum, in Fourteenth 
street. 
Until the collection is paid for the 
trustees of the Museum cannot, of course, un­ 
dertake any further explorations, or even pur­ 
chase the objects mentioned in the letter.— 
Some of the photographs sent by the General 
can be seen at the Museum. The sarcophagus 
to which lie refers is a very fine piece of work­ 
manship, and worthy of a place of honor lu 
any of the best European museums. 
“ I gave up for this year the idea of digging 
at Paplios, because the expenses there would 
be much heavier than st this plaee. 
Yoe will 
see several views of the Sarcophagus from 
Golgos, which will become famous when pub­ 
lished. 
The French Revue Archcel&jique is 
going to publish it soon, and the Louvre Mu­ 
seum is very anxious to purchase it; yet it 
must go to New York and not elsewhere. 
I 
have but eighty workmen bere with me at 
present, and do not intend to increase their 
number until I am lucky enough to strike the 
ruius of one of its three temples. 
It Is more 
than probable that this spot may yield some 
objects of art of the best Greek epoch, a t at 
the time of King Eragoras L this city was the 
capitol of the whole island, and the coins of 
this kiug are of the purest Greek art. 
I have 
fouod two little terracotta Phoenician boats, 
one of which has the shft|*e of our modern 
ironclads. 
They are very Interesting and un­ 
ique. 
I purchased a nice collection of gold 
ornaments, found during my absence iu Amer­ 
ica, thinking perhaps oar Museum would have 
liked them iu order lo increase the one they 
have. 
I purchase continually whatever gold 
and glass is discovered, but if the Museum 
docs not care to hare them, please let mo 
know it, and I will sell them in Lonpon to a 
person who wants Ibom. 
I wish I could know 
if the Museum desires me to keep all that I 
discover now and hereafter, 
lf the trustees 
believe that by aud by they will be able to 
purchase the objects I am dally finding, I am 
quite willing to walt any lime they want, and 
am ready lo send (D New York the things al­ 
ready found, when there will be some oppor­ 
tunity, in order that they may see them, add 
the executive committee will fix a price upon 
them to be paid to me when the Museum is in 
belter condition aa lo funds."

Pebble Powder, 
The persistent efforts that are being made 
to increase the power of artillery has given 
rise to some strange results, among which is 
the necessity for what is to be known hence­ 
forth as pebble powder. 
The guns on the 
British iron-clad Devastation are of thirty-five 
tons-th e largest afloat. 
They carry a pro­ 
jectile weighing 700 pounds; but it has been 
found that every time they are fired they scoro 
the Iron decks of the ship. 
This at first could 
not be accounted for, but it is now found to be 
caused by the grains of powder that have not 
had time to be consumed within the guns.— 
To remedy this, the gun3 are to be length-- 
ened: for to move so heavy a weight as the 
shot they throw, a slow-burning powder Is es­ 
sential. 
To accomplish this the grains of the 
powder hitherto used have been about the size 
of ordinary marbles. 
It is now proposed to 
increase their size to about the bulk of good- 
sized walnuts, and at the same time plans are 
being taken ut the Royal gun factories to con­ 
struct guns of sixty tons, with the prospect 
of going on very shortly to seventy-five tons. 
We glt^n some interesting facts upon this 
subject from a writer in the Loudon Standard, 
who says: 


“ Unless we make our guns of extravagant 
length It may be expected that some oí the 
powder will always be blown out. 
Probably 
there is no gun, of whatever size, which does 
nol do this more or less. 
But when we come 
to use very large guns, and charge them with 
powder of extreme coarseness, the eflect is 
presented in so magnificent a form that it 
creates an impression as if unburnt powder 
blown out of a gun were altogether a novel­ 
ty. 
It has been found that the rifle large grain 
powder, which answered well enough for guns 
of comparatively small calibre,is by no means 
suited to tbe heavier style of ordnance. 
As a 
general rulo it may be said that the bigger the 
gun the bigger should be the grains of pow­ 
der. 
A 700-pound shot is not to bo sent of! 
upon its errand as unceremoniously as if it 
were a mere ball of some sixty-eight pounds’ 
weight. 
The simple kick of a sharp explo­ 
sion will not suffice. 
There must bo a pre­ 
liminary push and the kick must come after­ 
ward. 
It was for this reason that Sir Joseph 
Whitworth proposed to have a small cart­ 
ridge inside the large one. 
The small car­ 
tridge was to be ignited first, and was to act 
as the “ starter.” This was to be followed— 
after that fleet instant of time which means 
much in these operations—by the rush of the 
big explosion. 
Lord Elcho suggested that 
the.scoring of the decks of the Devastation 
was occasioned by the studs which wero 
shorn oft from the projectiles. 
But the infor­ 
mation supplied to Sir H. Storks is to the ef­ 
fect that the pebble powder alone is accounta­ 
ble for the marks on the deck of the ship and 
elsewhere. 
Supposing the studs to bo shorn 
ofl or otherwise damaged, the fact is of no 
great consequence, providing the flight of the 
projectiles is not injuriously affected thereby, 
or the gun itself damaged. 
So far as we can 
learn, there is no reason to apprehend either 
of these prejudicial results. We are not aware 
of any foundation for the rumor that it re­ 
quired the labor of eight men to ram the shot 
home after a cerlaiu number of rounds has 
been fired. 
Responsible officers state that the 
guns were loaded from first to last with the 
greatest facility. 
We are also at a loss to un­ 
derstand how it was possible for some of the 
projectiles to turn over in their flight, and yet 
to preserve a tolerably accurate trajectory.— 
Damage to the studs does not involve damage 
to the guns, but rather the contrary, the soft­ 
est metal naturally showing the results of 
friction. 
The studs are of gun metal, and the 
interior of the gun is of steel, so that we can 
have little doubt as to which i3 the most like­ 
ly to sutler. 
With regard to the accuracy of. 
flight, tills is pretty well demonstrated by the 
precision with which the two projectiles tired 
from twin guns preserve thsir parallelism.— 
During the first hundred yards, or less, of 
their flight, there is a slight vibration in the 
projectiles, but this tremor is not perceptible 
at a quarter oí a mile. 
To this peculiarity is 
due the fact, at first very puzzling, that our 
guns have a greater peúetratiag power at 400 
yards than at seventy. 
At the shorter range 
the slight degree of “ wobbling” demands a 
greater area for the passage of the shot thro’ 
the shield. 
An extra isch in the diameter of 
the perforation involves a certain amount of 
extra work, and this extra energy is saved 
when tho shot is steady.” 


G e n e r a l d i C c s u e la ’i E x c a v a tio n s a t 
C y p ru s , 
Tho following ¡3 an extract from a letter 
written by General di Cesnola, from Salamis, 
in Cyprus, under date of February 17th last, 
to one of the trustees of tbe Metropolitan Mu- 
suem of Art. 
The General, as is well known, 
returned to Cyprus last autumn, and since 
then has been exploring and excavating there 
in hope that tho Museum would soon be able 
to furnish him with funds for operating on a 
large scale, 
llis letter is especially interest­ 
ing now that tho effort is making to raise a 
sufficient sum to pay for his collection, which 
is exhibited at tho Museum, in Fourteenth 
street. 
Until the collection is paid for the 
trustees of the Museum cannot, of course, un­ 
dertake any further explorations, or even pur­ 
chase the objects mentioned in the letter.— 
Somo of the photographs sent by the General 
can be seen at the Museum. Tho sarcophagus 
to which lie refers is a very fine piece of work­ 
manship, and worthy of a place of honor in 
any of the best European museums. 
“ I gave up for this year the idea of digging 
at Paphos, bccauso the expenses there would 
be much heavier than at tills place. 
You will 
sec several views of the Sarcophagus from 
Golgos, which will become famous when pub­ 
lished. 
The French Revue Archcelogique is 
going to publish it soon, and the Louvre Mu­ 
seum is very anxious to purchase it; yet it 
must go to Now York and not elsewhere, 
have but eighty workmen here with me at 
present, and do not iutend to .Increase their 
number until I am lncky enough to strike the 
ruins of one of its three temples. 
It is more 
than probable that this spot may yield somo 
objects of art of the best Greek epoch, a» at 
the time of King Evagoras I. this city was the 
capítol of the whole island, and the coins of 
this kiug are of the purest Greek art. 
I have 
found two little terracotta Phoenician boats, 
one of which has the shape of our modern 
ironclads. 
They are very interesting and un­ 
ique. 
I purchased a uice collection of gold 
ornaments, found during my absence in Amer­ 
ica, thinking perhaps our Museum would have 
liked them iu order to increase the one they 
liave. 
I purchase continually whatever gold 
and glass is discovered, but if the Museum 
does not care to hare them, please let me 
know it, and I will sell them in Lonpon to a 
person who wants them. 
I wish I could know 
if the Museum desires me to keep all that I 
discover now and hereafter. 
If tbe trustees 
believe that by and by they will be able to 
purchaso the objects I am daily finding, I am 
quite willing to wait any time they want, and 
am ready to send to New York the things al­ 
ready found, when there will be some oppor­ 
tunity, in order that they may sea them, and 
the executive committee will fix a price upon 
them to be paid to me when the Museum is in 
better condition a3 to funds.”

General King White went down 
with his white and colored mounted unJ foot 
men aud after arriving within a short distance 
of the insurgents, who were ut a gin bouse on 
the Ashley place, ho sent forward three stud 
officers to order Hie insurgents to disband. 
When the latter saw the stud officers coming 
they immediately fired a volley upon them and 
orders from White were given to charge on 
Hie insurgents. 
They tnaJe a stand at Corn 
Stone Church aud the tight begun iii earnest, 
bjit lasted only a short time. 
Six of White'* 
command were wounded. 
Five of the insurg­ 
ents were killed and twelve wounded, and Vuu 
Desasdu aud sixty-three men captured.

but tilt* two leaders were released on parole.

Calsktll has, we trust, returned to its ac­ 
customed quiet, and we hope lias acquired a 
sense of shame that might have saved it much 
of the good opinion of t ie outsido world if it 
had been manifested on Thursday. 
This man 
Waltz was a hideous murderer, but the very 
way he killed his victims with his selection of 
them demonstrate I him a monomaniac on the 
subject of murder. 
There can be 110 doubt 
that be would have murdered hve hundred 
people, one after another, if lie had iiad an 
opportunity, and would have doue it with as 
little sense of crinu as afflicts a Texas cattle 
drover when lie slashes iiis beeves in a pen, 
but unlike him with no motive whatever. 
So 
far as .has appeared there was nothing to bn 
gained by any murder he committed, and from 
the robbing of scliool-houses of hooks simply 
to destroy them, to the murder of tbe scissors- 
griuder, perhaps an organ-grinder, and at 
last his keeper, tliore doesn’t appear a single 
motive except in the last, in which lie might 
have expected to have gained his escape.— 
From tirst to last the creature showed evi­ 
dence of monomania, and at last died like an 
animal. 
Two experts pronounced him sane, 
while three said lie was clearly insane. 
This 
conflict of medical opinion was siitflcieut to 
have warranted delay for the satisfactory de­ 
termination of his mental condition by ucoun 
cil of experts. 
But a jury decided him sane and thus guilty 
of murder, for there can be no murder that is 
uot born of intent, and no maniac is enough 
master of himself to form an intent. 
The law 
was enforced, aud whatever has been gained 
iu respect for it by the otflcial hanging of 
Waltz it has. 
But not by conseut of the peo­ 
ple of Catskill, in who3e name Rnfus II. King 
seat word to Gov. Dix that a reprieve meant 
Waltz's death by lynch law. 
Aud Catskill 011 
Thursday presented the strange sight of a 
gnashing, growling, cursing maniac in a cell, 
surrounded with a raving crowd of citizens 
howling for his blood. 
Wbetljer the spirit of 
murder was iu the mind of Waltz or not, 
whether he killed men os laborers pile stones 
on top of each other or witli some idea of the 
iniquity of the act, certainly those men who 
represented Catskill knew it would be murder 
for them to kill Waltz, yet they openly clam- 
oreJ for his blood. 
They were murderers at 
heart, every one of them.

New Jerusalem. 
O11 an ingniguant demand 
being made by a female evangelist for his rea­ 
sons for the opinion, he quoted from St. John’s 
account of bis visiou, “ And there was silence 
in heaven for the space of half an hour.” No 
exception was taken to this strong circum­ 
stantial evidence ami a triumphant, hopeful 
:smile stole across the weather-beaten face of the 
worn itiaerant as he looked upward towards 
l i e sky. 
We are rather glad than otherwise 
that our aflecliouate ami domestic constitu­ 
tion prohibits our sharing to the Tull the cyn­ 
ical minister's exaltation of mind at what may 
be a fact and which he manifestly relied on 
with all his *ou!. May he not have exaggerat- 
edjor perverted the trua influence to be drawn 
from tbe reveiator’s mention ef that quiet in­ 
terval separating the celestial noises ?

We have dined and wined 
authors, 
poets, 
Orators 
and 
politicians 
to the exclusion of many obscurer but more 
useful men nearly loyg enough. 
If there hap­ 
pens to be unytbing conuected with a Arat­ 
elas? gorge got up by Delmunieo and paid for 
by a number of wealthy gentlemen which is in 
its nature complimentary to the recipient of it, 
then surely the workers among usare entitled 
to it uo less than the talkers and writers. 
On 
this theory we are glad of the dinner given in 
honor of John Roach, the architect of the 
steamship City of Pekin and the flrst of Amer­ 
ican shipbuilders. 
Not merely for the sake cJ 
what Mr. Ronch has done to make himself 
famous are we pleased to note the public 
recognition given him, but for Hie better rea­ 
son that a new era may thereby be indicated 
in American shipbuilding. 
Just before the 
breakiug out of the war the tounage of vessels 
engaged in the carrying trade between the 
Union aud foreign |K)rla was as to the ton­ 
nage of all other vessels employed in the same 
way, about as two and one-half to oue. 
In 
other words, we had more than twice ail other 
tonnage doing the same work. 
Now the ease

First, the 
taking away of so many ships from our mer­ 
chant marine to serve the urgent uses of sud­ 
den war; second, the distrust which lead mer­ 
chants to ship goods in foreign vessels for 
satety; third, the selling of our ships to citi­ 
zens of nations then at peace for lack of safety 
under our flag; fourth, the actual destruction 
of hundreds of ships by rebel cruisers. 
Siuce 
Hie end of the war our shipping interests have 
never.recovered; our fluctuating tinaucial poli 
cié?, the want of thorough and sensible legis 
lation, the cheapness of English and Scotch 
labor and tba poor material foreign artizans 
threw into attractive forms, having much to 
do in keeping our shipyards deserted and our 
workmen idle. 
The feeling that to allow the 
continuuuce of this state of things is as ut, 
wis; us it is needless was the mainspring of 
the Roach dinner. 
Let us reiterate what we 
have before said in these columns: that tbe 
present condition of the American shipbuild­ 
ing industry is a burning, branding dlsgraee 
to this nation; 110 m atter how it happens or 
whose especial fault it is. 
We should be and 
must be the leading maritime people of Hie 
world; aud if the next ten years fails to 
place us on the high road to it, we shall de­ 
serve the sardonic laugh of the coffin build­ 
ers of the Clyde.

H u n tu c ll •>■■ tlio S a n b o rn C o n tra c t? . 


Washington, May 1.—Senator Boutwell ap­ 
peared before the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee to-day, and made a statement iu relation 
to the Sanborn contracts. 
He suid that for 
two months his health had been so delicate as 
to enable him to do but little work. 
He had 
not read the testimony taken by tbe commit­ 
tee thus far. 
It was true lie had examiued in­ 
to the mailer before making any contracts, 
but he did not believe any money would be 
recovered under them. 
He lmd left all legal details of the contracts 
to Mf. Banliuld, the Solicitor of the Depart­ 
ment, but held himself responsible for the acts 
of subordinates; and if wrong had been done, 
it was au error of judgment. 
Mr. Boutwell was not examined at length. 
TIIE DISTRICT INVESTIGATION. 
The District of Columbia 
Investigation 
Committee to-day examined the property 
c'.erk of the Board of Public Works with ref­ 
erence to the method of Issuing and receiv­ 
ing material for improvement. 
Lewis Clephane, Collector of the district, 
named in the charges of the memorialists as 
one of the conspirators to obtain and control 
contracts, denied all knowledge of conspiracy 
and denounced the charge as a malicious 
slander. 
He read a letter to show that Gov­ 
ernor Shepherd severed his connection with 
the Portlund Cement Company and Metro­ 
politan Pavement Company upon being ap­ 
pointed a member of the Board of Public 
Works. 
Pending the examination of tne witness 
the committee held an executive session to 
examine A. B. Kirlland, who was secured 
night before last in the Gilscy House in New 
York and brougiit to this city in custody of 
the Sergeant at-Arms of the Senate last night 
Kirlland was examined in private session 
from 11:30 o’clock a. m. until three p. m. His 
story is substantially as follows: lie admits 
that he received from Chittenden $72,000 in 
notes, but that lie had at no time any arrange­ 
ments or any negotiations with any member 
of the Board of Public Works; tliut after he 
received the note3 he went to Colonel Moore, 
the business partner of Gov. Shepherd, and 
offered him one-lialf of them. 
Moore said he 
did not want notes, but if lie [Kirtland] would 
get the notes discounted lie might accept 
some of the money. 
Witness further testified 
that lie got the notes discounted and applied 
the full proceeds to his own benefit aud did 
not again offer Moore any share, 
nor did lie 
receive any. 
He was cross-examined very 
closely, but the above is substantially all that 
could be elicited from him. 
Witness will be 
examined in public session to-morrow to af­ 
ford counsel on botli sides an opportunity to 
cross-examine him. 


THE GENEVA AWARD. 
The House Judiciary Committee to-day 
agreed to an important amendment to the 
Geneva award bill, to liia effect that payment 
will be made to mutual insurance companies 
for all losses sustained by vessels for whose 
depredations we made a claim against Great 
Britaiu, provided no member of a mutual in­ 
surance company shall recover for auy war 
premiums paid for such company for risks; in 
other words, they will be paid for all losses 
and cut off irom the war premium. 
The 
amendment further provides that they shall 
distribute the money so paid them among 
their members who contributed to pay losses.

From tha 
Louisiana line up there are no levees on tba 
Arkansas side except local ones, and a large 
portion of the cotmtry li suLject to ioundation 
and,is sparsely settled, as is the case oppo­ 
site here, where tbe river spreads out to the 
high land near Madison, Arkansas, a distance 
of over forty miles. 
The St. Francis valley is 
generally a fool above the overflow aud plann­ 
ers are waiting for dry weather to begin plant­ 
ing. 
The White River valley ¡9 inuudated up 
to Indian Bay, but the damage is slight. 
Ten thousand dollars will probably cover the 
loss 
011 stock, <tc. 
The Arkansas valley 
is overflowed up to Arkansas Port; but, like 
others, the damage is light and $15,000 will 
probably cover it. 
From the mouth of the 
Arkansas down is where the greatest damage 
lias resulted and where destitution undoubted­ 
ly exists among all classes, but particularly 
among laborers and their families. 
A large 
portion of’the Tallahatchie qud Yallabusha 
bottoms have beeu overflowed for some time, 
but at latest accounts tiie water was subsid­ 
ing, but auother crevasse was reported at 
Catfish Point, making the fourth in that vi­ 
cinity, though as yet but few plantations have 
beeu injnred. 
Sunflower River iias thus far 
carried off the main body of water escaping 
thrgngh the Hishpuckano crevasse. 
Deer’s 
Creek plantations have uot suffered materially, 
but at Milliken’s Bend,twenty-five miles above 
VicKsburg, is where the greatest damage has 
been done and where the greatest destitution 
and suffering prevails. 
Citizens here are 
making good progress in forwarding supplies 
to sufferers aud have established depots from 
Napoleon to Vancluse Landing. 
They have 
heretofore sent relief to those above Napoleon. 
To-day they sent by the Capital City 10,000 
pounds of bacon, 60 bales of hay, 100 sacks 
of corn, 75 barrels of flour and ioo barrels of 
meal. 
A lady from near Napoleon, whose 
husband was oue of the wealthiest planters in 
that section, arrived hero to-day and states 
that she left the ramily and piKntation hands, 
numbering eighty, without food. 
All would 
have starved a few days since but for food fur­ 
nished by the officers of the City.of Vicksburg. 
The river is now stationary aud within ten 
inches of tbe height of the flood of 1867.

Two hundred of Brooks’ meu, witli Murphy 
aud Van Desande as leader?, formed aud 
threatened to come to Pine Bluff and take 
the Court Home 'and burn every barn in 
the city. 
General King White went down 
witli Iiis white aud colored mounted and foot 
men and after arriving within a short distance 
of the insurgents, who were at a gin house 011 
the Ashley place, lie sent forward three stall 
officers to order the insurgents to disband. 
When the latter saw the staff officers coming 
they immediately fired a volley upon them and 
orders from While were given to cbargu on 
the insurgents. 
They made a stand at Corn 
Stone Church and the fight began in earnest, 
bjit lasted only a short time. 
Six of White’s 
command were wounded. 
Five of the insurg­ 
ents were killed and twelve wounded, and Van 
Desande and sixty-three men captured. 
All 
but the two leaders were released 011 parole. 
Murphy and Van Desande are still in custody.

Such company shall, is its annual 
statem en t to the Insurance pepartm ent of this 
State, set forth fhp gm uunt of such special reserve 
fitqd, aufl of its guaranty surplus fund, 
} S. If, at any tiifle after such special reserve 
fund shall have beau accumulated by any company, 
it shall appear, upon exam ination by the said 
Superintendent, that the capital of such company 
has, in th e absence of any such extensive confla­ 
gration, become impaired so as to cause him to or­ 
der a call upon the stockholders to inako up such 
im pairm ent, the board of directors of such com­ 
pany may either comply w ith aoch orfler and re­ 
quire the necessary paym ent by the siockhulders, 
or at the¡r ontlen they may apply for that purpose 
su m uch of said special reserve fund as will make 
such im pairm ent good. Kq company doing busiuess 
under this act shall insure auy larger am ount upon 
any single risk than Is perm itted by law to a com­ 
pany possessing the same am ount of capital.

Our readers were furnished on Friday 
with the particulars of the

•cene up to half past nine Thursday night 
The 
fall moon 
bathed the 
earth ie 
si 
very light and to a late hour the populace 
filled the streets, aud the one subject heard of 
on all sides was the Waltz case. 
It would 
have been very unpopular 
for anyone to even 
hint 
at Waltz’s insanity, 
for the unanimous 
expression of feeling was that of execration 
for the person denounced by all as a blood 
thirsty brute. 
Now and then a professions 
man or a stranger would venture to mildly In­ 
tim ate the possibility af insanity, but these 
remarks were always made In retired corners 
and never where a Catskillian could be suj>- 
posed te have a chance at overhearing them 
THE EXECUTION. 
Bright and glorious dawued the first of 
May, the sun rising radiant over the eastern 
hills, gilding the romantic and storied Cat 
skills, with the freshly fallen snow on their 
peaks and sides, and gradually (mellowing the 
frosty air, bringing a sense of beauty and life 
and gladness strangely at variance with the 
•cene bo soon to be enacted in the little jail 
on the hill. 
Early the streets of the plctur 
osque village wore astir with the denizens 
the town, and many there were who gave 
•very appearance of having wooed the drew 
sy god to little effect, for they bad been seen 
late at night and were about with almost the 
first blush of dawn. 
The soldier boys had 
made a night of it at the Irving House, and 
the sound of their revelry had resounded 
through it* hallways all through the dark 
watches. 
Early in His morning the “ sturJy yeoman 
ry" began pouring In from the country aramid, 
and on every side was seen an air or expect­ 
ancy and eagerness painful to contemplate 
when reflecting that tho attraction of the 
day was the taking of a human life.

eight o’clock the space ubout the jail, where 
not kept clear by the soldiers, began to be 
filled up by s|>eetators called there simply from 
morbid curiosity, for the military with inexor­ 
able bayonets barred the entrance to the scene 
of the execution. 
Still, just the same they 
crowded about, till by leu o’clock, the hour 
of the hanging, a dense multitude was as 
sembled in the immediate vicinity, the only 
space kept clear being the uarrow street lead­ 
ing to the jail, acres* which the soldiers

patrolled 
by sentinels 
vrtrii 
fixed 
bayonets. 
About the yard of the (ail a cor 
don of militia was also stationed. 
That these 
soldiers were efficient in keeping order we 
can testify; whether or not they would have 
been of valuable aid in case of an attack of 
lyncher* an idea can be formed from the re­ 
marks of some of them that ’’they wouldn't 
shoot any one who should attem pt to hang 
the scoundrel.” 
It was universally conceded 
that had a stay of proceedings been granted 
no (lower at hand could have prevented the 
lynching of the prisoner by the angry crowd, 
many of whom gloated over the event of the 
day as if It were a most amusing entertain­ 
ment.

Inside of the jail preparations for tire ext 
cution went on,Sheriff Coon ley atli lily though 
nervously superintending everything. 
Waltz 
had been quiet duriug the night, guarded by 
officers Whitcomb and OI instead. 
He had 
slept but little, and refused to talk, sometimes 
r*S|K)Hdiug to questions by a low, brutish 
grunt, but never looking ut the questioner or 
appearing cognizant of anything about him. 
At about eight o’clock be was prepared for 
the execution, being washed and dressed. He 
wore a black coat uud vest, gray cassimere 
trowsers, hackled about the waist by a strap, 
white linen shirt and collar, black tie and light 
■hoes. 
As he fat upou the sofa, stolid, in­ 
different and sullen be was the most perfect 
specimen of a brute in human form we ever 
ta w . 
There was net a single indication of 
feeling—only a dull, ugly appearance, now and 
then intensified by a peculiar twist of the facial 
muscles more likes dog suariiag than any 
thing we can think of as a comparison. 
He 
was somewhat under size, of stout build, with 
a clear, fair complexion, pale from long con 
flnement, and a heavy growth of reddish 
browu hair aud beard. 
Thus he sat, guarded 
by the two officers, till bis friends arrived 
aud entered the ceil to talk with bim. 
sriNau outside 
The crowd outside the jail showed very 
plainly 
that they 
felt 
no 
sympathy for 
the 
man 
so 
soon 
to 
die 
inside, 
and 
frequently exclamations could be heard of 
fiercest execution. 
One of the most virulent 
of the mass was a German, who was giving 
the crowd his version of the affair. 
Accord­ 
ing to his story, the whole family of Waltxes 
were the most desperate and depraved charac­ 
ters possible. 
He asserted that the old man 
Waits had been obliged to flee from Germany 
because he killed a man, and that Joe and 
hts sister were brought up iu a school to which 
that of Fagin the Jew was a perfectly moral 
one. 
The scene was a remarkable one; for 
beside the excited Merman, who stood in the 
yard of the dwelling adjoining the jail, was 
Mrs. Moldier, wife of the murdered scissor- 
griuder, and her sen, who joined heartily in 
the fierce denunciation of Waltz and bis fam­ 
ily, and expressed th# m olt earnest wishes to 
h a rt a hand in baogiug Joe. 
As the bour of 
execution approached the erowd grew more 
demonstrative and would jeeriugly allude to 
the brief limo the criminal had to live, with 
remarks that he ought to be put to a linger­ 
ing death by the moat torturing method. Cre­ 
mation, stuck with bayonets and various oili­ 
er neat aud uovel appliances for getting the 
breath out of a man by means calculated to 
inflict th# greatest agony, were suggested; 
but never a word of kindness or m«rcy. 
His 
last attem pt had seemed to convince even the 
coolest-beaded and moaTbumane (bat be was 
a fiend in human shape and deserved all the 
tortures that could be put upon bim. 
Once the old man Waltz passed through the 
crowd. 
He was stopped by one of the sol­ 
diers, but was quickly let through when he 
quietly remsrked, “ I am Waltz, the father of 
him In there,” pointing to the jail. 
No very 
decided demonstration 
was 
made as be 
walked along, but threatening murmurs were 
heard, and It was plait! to be seen there was 
no good feeling toward bim. 
Indeed, we af­ 
terward beard it remarked that he could not 
safely remain in that vicinity more than two 
weeks. 


TUE FINAL INTERVIEW. 
After Waltz was washed and dressed, lie 
was securely pinioned, but finally the straits 
were taken off, at the suggestion of his keep­ 
ers. 
Tho prisoner sat on the lounge looking 
very stupid and simple, with bis eyes cost 
down, between his keepers, William II. Whit­ 
comb and Rufus Oliustead. 
Soon after his 
mother and sister came in to bid bim farewell.

lo fact be was so 
demonstrative that be tore fidr vail oft, and

The lister remained abd in a very feeling tone 
■poke lo him as follows: 
“ Joseph, you are to meet your God in a 
few minutes. 
Let your thoughts be placed on 
him. Pray to him and ask him to forgive your 
sins. 
You will have to suffer, as the law must 
take its course. 
Are you sorry, Joseph, for 
this last deed? 
It will only be an bour and 
you must die. 
Won’t you speak to me ? Can't 
you speak to me; only just one icord f I have 
always been good to you, Joseph, and have 
tried to make you a good boy. 
I have done 
everything for you that could be done. 
We 
have had experts to see you, and have done 
everything possible for you. 
Won’t you be so 
kind as to speak one word ?” The following 
was said in German: 
“ If you havoanything 
to say to me before I go, or before you die, 
9ay it to me now.” 
Waltz did not seem to notice her, but re­ 
mained iii that, same sullen attitude and would 
not say a word. 
His sister then left the cell. 
Dr. Whitmore then examined the prisoner 
aud said that respiration was natural, and 
that the pupil of the eye was also natural, al­ 
though he tried to look as insane as possible. 
Major A. W. Thomas, who washed and 
dressed bim, was of the opinion that be was 
still feigning insanity by remaining In that 
stupid and careless attitude. 
Different persons stood before him, and ask­ 
ed bim questions, but he would not notice 
them, and hardly looked at them. 
Father 
O'Driscoll came in and up to Waltz and said: 
“Joseph, will you shake hands with me ? give 
me your baud, Joseph, I want to s ty some 
prayers witli you. 
Tell me where the prayer 
book is that I gave you.” 
Waltz did uot no­ 
tice him; when the prayer book was found, 
Father O'Driscoll said, “Joseph, when I* gave 
yon this book you promised to pray for your­ 
self. 
Tell mo now if you have done so.” The 
priest then prayed.

Waltz's arms were then pinioned and Hie 
procession started for the room ut the head of 
the stairs on the second ll >or, where the exe­ 
cution was to take place. First went the jury, 
who were to witness the fulfillment of the 
sentence, as follows: George Beach, forem an: 
Georg# R. Olney, secretary; Win. Smith, W. 
K. Reed, Louis Goellz, Oliver Bourke, Arthur 
W. Thomas, George II. Martin, S. W. Briggs, 
Harry Edwards, Edward J. Hodge, George S. 
Stevens. 
Next came Father O’Driscoll, read­ 
ing the service for the dead; then Waltz, be­ 
tween offiaers Olmstead and Cooke. 
Waltz 
walked firmly upthe stairs, making no strug­ 
gle, and Hic only sign of animation he showed 
was a peculiar twist of lite head and an ugly 
grimace. 
The doomed man and ins escort entered the 
roam where the execution was to take place 
about 10:12 o’clock. 
Father O'Driscoll read 
the prayer for the dead and Sheriff Connie) 
read thedeath warrant, and then asked Waltz if 
he had anything to say before the law was 
carried into effect. 
To this Waltz made no 
reply except a slight grunt and the sumo ugly 
look and purposeless slariug.

was then drawn over his face mid tied around 
the neck by a narrow black ribbon, aud the 
noose, made of hem|*en ro|K! about a quarter 
of an iticli thick, passed over his head uud ad­ 
justed to his neck, tho knot coming just lie- J 
low the left ear.

The pictures are strikingly faithful in every 
detail, drawn with colored crayons, and the 
lines as true as if sketched by mathematical 
measurement. 
Tho verses and inscriptions 
are printed iii full, round, accurately formed 
letters, and there is a finish about all of the 
work loading the ignorant observer to suppose 
it done by banda skilled by long practice, aid­ 
ed by a brain perfected by long study—and 
all of it Is Hic work of this uneducated, won­ 
derful countryman, who died like a dog and 
gave no sign of human feeling. 


WALTZ KIME WITH A BOUND 


and fell heavily buck,hanging perfectly straight 
aud motionless, with the exception of a slight 
muscular twitching. 
Drs. Mickey aud Collins 
stationed themselves on wither side of Waltz 
aud reported the state of bis pulse aud indica­ 
tions of respiration. 
Two minutes after the 
rise of the body there was a very slight twitch 
ing, aud ibis aas the only sign of life during 
his susfiension. The pulse beat 66, tho natural 
rate being 72. 
At two and a half minutes it 
tieat 53. 
At three minutes the action of the 
heart was slightly intermittent. 
At four min­ 
utes pulsation was very feeble. 
At four anil a 
half minutes it beat more forcibly. 
At five 
minutes it >«at more rapidly, with loss o fsome 
force. 
At five and a half minutes ii* action 
was intermitting. 
At six minutes it was still 
iutermitling. 
At six aud a half minute* respi­ 
ration ceased. 
At seven minute* iii* action 
of the heart was very feeble. 
At seven aud a 
half minutes pulsation ceased at the wrists. 
At eight minutes the pulsation of the heart 
was very feeble. 
At eight and a half minutes 
the heart beat 41; at nine 35; at ten 32; at 
eleven 27; at twelve 24, and at fourteen all 
pulsation ceased. 
Whilo the body was hanging old Waltz came 
into the room, and shaking hand* with the 
Sheriff remarked that it w a# all over now, but 
showed no very marked feeling# of emotion

Across the hall, directly opposite lo the 
room in which Waltz hung, lay poor Ernst, 
his head covered with cloths, keeping from 
sight the horrible wounds, and all uncon­ 
scious of the scene iu the other apartment, 
slowly nearing the mysterious bourne lo which 
his murderer had been so hurriedly sent. 
No 
one expressed the slightest hops for tho 
wounded man, tho opinion.of ail being that it 
was his wonderful vitality that prevented bint 
from yielding sooner to tho power of tho death 
that surely claimed him. 


THE MOU BXB US. 


lo the Sheriff's room on the first floor were 
the Waltz family, father, mother aud sister of 
Joe. Th# parents were neatly dressed aud the 
old lady sat quietly reading a prayer-book, the 
old mau sat gloomily apart, and the daughter 
with tear-staiaed eyes was poring over a large 
Bible she had taken from a table in the room. 
She was plainly and tastefully dressed iii 
black! and had a Taco not unprepossessing, 
and scarcely seeming to justify the bad things 
thut had been said of her. 
TUB VERDICT. 


Tho jury retired after tbs surgeons had de­ 
clared Waltz dead, and signed a verdict to 
the effect that he came to bis death accord­ 
ing to sentence duly passed upon him of hang­ 
ing by the neck. 
The body, after banging over half an hour, 
was taken down, the neck fouud to have been 
dislocated. 
A post-mortem examination was 
decided upon by Hie physicians, the result of 
which we give below. 


TUE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 


At the poet mortem examination of W ulu’s 
brain it was ascertained that the skull meas­ 
ured 7] inches anteriorly and posteriorly, and 
6 inches laterally. 
The brain,'which was in a 
Iterfectly healthy state, weighed 54 ounces. 
The size am. weight cf the brain would indi­ 
cate extraordinary intellectual ability, aud 
prove Waltz to be anything bal an idiot. Rul- 
lofl’s brain weighed 54 ounces, while Daniel 
Webster’s weighed 56 ounces.

Catskill, May 1. 
Our readers were furnished on Friday 
with 
the particulars oí the latest 
savage 
outbreak 
of Waltz, 
the Catskill muderer 
•n d its consequences to officer Ernst 
by 
apesial dispatches from our reporter at the 
scene up to half past nine Thursday night. 
The 
full moon 
bathed the earth 
iu 
sil­ 
very light and to a late hour the populace 
filled the streets, and the one subject heard of 
on all sides was the Waltz case. 
It would 
have been very unpopular for anyone to even 
hint 
at Waltz’s iusanity, for the unanimous 
expression of feeling was that of execration 
for the person denounced by all as a blood­ 
thirsty brute. 
Now and then a professional 
man or a strauger would venture to mildly in­ 
timate the possibility ef insanity, but these 
remarks were always made In retired corners 
and never where a Catskillian could be sup­ 
posed to have a chance at overhearing them. 


THE EXECUTION. 


Bright and glorious dawned the first oí 
May, the sun rising radiant over the eastern 
hills, gilding the romantic and storied Cat­ 
skills, with the freshly fallen snow on their 
peaks and sides, and gradually ¡mellowing the 
frosty air, bringing a sense of beauty and life 
and gladness strangely at variance with the 
scene so soon to bs enacted in the little jail 
on the hill. 
Early the streets of the pictur­ 
esque village wore astir with the denizsns of 
the town, and many there were who gave 
every appearance of having wooed the drow­ 
sy god to little effoct, for they had been seen 
late at night and were about with almost the 
first blush of dawn. 
The soldier boys had 
made a night of it at the Irving House, and 
the sound of their revelry 
had resounded 
through its hallways all through the dark 
w atches. 
Early in the morning the “sturdy yeoman­ 
ry” began pouring in from the country around, 
and on every side was seen an air of expect­ 
ancy and eagerness painful to contemplate 
when reflecting that the attraction of the 
day was the taking of a human life. 
At 
eight o’clock the spaco about the jail, where 
not kept clear by the soldiers, began to be 
filled up by spectators called there simply from 
morbid curiosity, for the military with inexor­ 
able bayonets barred the entrance to the scene 
of the execution. 
Still, just tbe same they 
crowded about, till by ten o’clock, the hour 
of the hanging, a dense multitude was as­ 
sembled in the immediate vicinity, the only 
spaco kept clear being the narrow street lead 
ing to the jail, 
across which 
the soldiers 
formed, the intervening space botween the 
lino 
and 
the 
entrance 
to 
the 
jail 
being 
patrolled 
by sentinels 
vffth 
fixed 
bayonets. 
About the yard of the jail a cor­ 
don of militia was also etutioned. 
That these 
soldiers were efficient in keeping order we 
can testify; whether or not they would have 
been of valuable aid in case of an attack of 
lynchers an idea can bo formed from the re­ 
marks of some of them that “ they wouldn’t 
shoot any oue who should attempt to hang 
tbe scoundrel.” 
It was universally conceded 
that had a stay of proceedings been granted 
no power at hand could have prevented the 
lynching of the prisoner by the angry crowd, 
many of whom gloated over the event of the 
day as if ii were a most amusing entertain­ 
ment. 
PREPARING FOR THE END. 


Inside of the jail preparations for the exe­ 
cution went on,Sheriff Coouley actively though 
nervously superintending everything. 
Waltz 
had been quiet during the night, guarded by 
officers Whitcomb and Olmstead. 
He had 
slept but little, and refused to talk, sometimes 
responding to questions by a low, brutish 
grunt, but never looking ai the questioner or 
appearing cognizant of anything about him. 
A t about eight o’clock he was prepared for 
the execution, being washed and dressed. He 
wore a black coat and vest, gray cassimere 
trowsers, buckled about the waist by a strap, 
white linen shirt and collar,black tie and light 
shoes. 
As he sat upen the sofa, stolid, in­ 
different and sullen he was the most perfect 
specimen of a brute in human form we ever 
saw. 
There was net a single indication of 
feeling—only a dull, ugly appearance,now and 
then intensified by a peculiar twist of tbe facial 
muscles more like a dog snarliug than any­ 
thing we can think of as a comparison. 
He 
was somewhat undersize, of stout build, with 
a clear, fair complexion, pale from long con­ 
finement, and a heavy growth of reddish 
brown hair and beard. 
Thus he sat, guarded 
by the two officers, till his friends arrived 
and entered the cell to talk with him. 


SOBNBS OUTSIDE. 


The crowd outside the jail showed very 
plainly 
that they 
felt 
no 
sympathy for 
the 
man 
so 
soon 
to 
die 
inside, 
and 
frequently exclamations could be heard of 
fiercest execration. 
One of the most virulent 
of the mass 'was a German, who was giving 
the crowd his version of the affair. 
Accord­ 
ing to liis story, the whole family of Waltzes 
were the most desperate and depraved charac­ 
ters possible. 
He asserted that the old man 
Waltz had been obliged to flee from Germany 
because he killed a man, and that Joe and 
his sister were brought np iu a school to which 
that of Fagin the Jew was a perfectly moral 
one. 
The scene was a remarkable one; for 
beside the excited German, who stood in the 
yard of the dwelling adjoining the jail, was 
Mrs. Holcher, wife of the murdered scissor- 
grinder, and her sen, who joined heartily in 
the fierce denunciation of Waltz and his fam­ 
ily, and expressed the most earnest wishes to 
have a hand in banging Joe. 
As the hour of 
execution approaebed ihe erowd grew more 
demonstrative and would jeerlngly allude to 
the brief time the criminal had to live, with 
remarks that he ought to be put to a linger­ 
ing death by the most torturing method. Cre­ 
mation, stuck with bayonets and various oth­ 
er neat and novel appliances for getting the 
breath out of a man by means calculated to 
inflict the greatest agony, were suggested; 
but never a word of kiadness or mercy. 
His 
last attem pt had seemed to convince even the 
coolest-headed and m osttm m ane that he was 
a fiend in human shape and deserved all the 
tortures that could he put upon him. 
Once the old man Waltz passed through the 
crowd. 
He was stopped by one of the sol­ 
diers, but was quickly let through when ho 
quietly remarked, “ I am Waltz, the father of 
him in there,” pointing to the jail. 
No very 
decided demonstration 
was 
made 
as he 
walked along, but threatening murmurs were 
heard, and it was plain to be seen there was 
no good feeling toward him. 
Indeed, we af­ 
terward heard it remarked that he could not 
safely remain in that vicinity more than two 
weeks. 


THE FINAL INTERVIEW. 
After Waltz was washed and dressed, lie 
was securely pinioned, but finally the straps 
were taken off, at the suggestion of bis keep­ 
ers. 
The prisoner sat on the lounge lookiq 
very stupid and simple, with bis eyes cast 
down, betweeu his keepers, William II. Whit­ 
comb and Rufus Olmstead. 
Soon after his 
mother and sister came in to bid him farewell. 


Walti ibowtd great tlbctlou (or bli mother 
In a peculiar Way—by JaffiiJlng-up aod throw­ 
ing bis arms aronnd her. 
In fact be was so 
demonstrative that he tore Htír vail off, and 
would have torn her clothing had not his 
keepers by great efforts released hen 
His ac­ 
tions so frightened her that she left the room. 
The sister remained and in a very feeling tone 
■poke to him as follows: 
“ Joseph, you are to meet your God In a 
few minutes. 
Let your thoughts be placed on 
him. Pray to him and ask him to forgive your 
sins. 
You will have to suffer, as the law must 
take Us course. 
Are you sorry, Joseph, for 
this last deed? 
It will only be an hour and 
you must die. 
Won’t you speak to me? Can't 
you apeak to me; only iust one word ? I have 
always been good to you, Joseph, and have 
tried to make you a good boy. 
I have done 
everything for you that could be done. 
We 
have had experts to see you, and have done 
everything possible for you. 
Won’t you be so 
kind as to speak one word ?” 
The following 
was said in German: 
“ If you have anything 
to say to me before I go, or before you die, 
say it to me now.” 
Waltz did not seem to notice her, but re­ 
mained in that same sullen attitude and would 
not say a word. 
His sister then left the cell. 
Dr. Whitmore then examined the prisoner 
and said that respiration was natural, and 
that the pupil of the eye was also natural, al­ 
though he tried to look as insane as possible. 
Major A. 
W. Thomas, who washed and 
dressed him, was of the opinion that he was 
still feigning insanity by remaining in that 
stupid and careless altitude. 
Different persons stood before him, and ask­ 
ed him questions, but he would not notice 
them, and hardly looked at them. 
Father 
O’Driscoll came in and up to Waltz and said: 
“Joseph, will you shake hands with me ? give 
me your hand, Joseph, I want to say some 
prayers with you. 
Tell me where the prayer 
book is that I gave you.” 
Waltz did uot no­ 
tice him; when the prayer book was found, 
Father O'Driscoll said, “Joseph, when I* gave 
yon this book yon promised to pray for your­ 
self. 
Tell me now if you have done so.” 
The 
priest then prayed. 


GOING TO THE GAI.LOWS. 


Waltz’s arms were then pinioned and the 
procession started for the room at the head of 
the stairs on the second floor, where the exe­ 
cution was to take place. First went the jury, 
who were to witness the fulfillment of the 
sentence, a3 follows: George Beach, foreman: 
George R. Oluey, secretary; Wm. Smith, W 
K. Reed, Louis Goeltz, Oliver Bourke, Arthur 
W. Thomas, George II. Martin, S. W. Briggs, 
Harry Edwards, Edward J. Hodge, George S. 
Stevens. 
N ext came Father O’Driscoll, read­ 
ing the service for the dead; then Waltz, be 
tween offioers Olmstead and Cooke. 
Waltz 
walked firmly up the stairs, m aking no strug­ 
gle, and the only sign of animation he showed 
was a peculiar twist of the head and an ugly 
grimace. 
The doomed man and his escort entered the 
room where the execution was to take place 
about 10:12 o’clock. 
Father O'Driscoll read 
the prayer for the dead and Sheriff Coonley 
read the death warraut, and then asked Waltz if 
he had anything to say before the law was 
carried into effect. 
To this Waltz made no 
reply except a slight gruut and Ihe same ugly 
look and purposeless staring. 


THE BLACK CAP 


w as then drawn over his faca and tied around 
the neck by a narrow black ribbon, and the 
noose, made of hempen rope about a quarter 
of an inch thick, passed over his head and ad­ 
justed to his neck, the knot coining ju3t be­ 
low the left ear. 
The signal was given at 
10:16j that all was ready, and Sheriff Coonley 
stepped to the northeast corner of the .room 
and pulled the cord connected with the lever 
above. 
Iustantly

and fell heavily back, hanging perfectly straight 
aud motionless, with the exception of a slight 
muscular twitching. 
Drs. Mackey aud Collins 
stationed themselves on either side of Waltz 
aud reported the state of his pulse and indica 
tions of respiration. 
Two minutes after the 
rise of the body there was a very slight twitch 
ing, and this was the only sign of life duritn 
his suspension. The pulse beat 66, the natural 
rate being 72. 
At two and a half minutes it 
beat 53. 
At three minutes the action of the 
heart was slightly intermittent. 
At four min­ 
utes pulsation was very feeble. 
At four and a 
half minutes it beat more forcibly. 
At five 
minutes it beat more rapidly, with loss o f some 
force. 
At five and a half minutes its action 
was intermitting. 
At six minutes it was still 
intermitting. 
At six and a half minutes respi­ 
ration ceased. 
At seven minutes the action 
or the heart was very fseble. 
At seven and a 
half minutes pulsation ceased at the wrists 
At eight minutes the pulsation of the heart 
was very feeble. 
At eight aud a half minutes 
the heart beat 41; atn in e35; at ten 32; at 
eleven 27; at twelve 24, and at fourteen all 
pulsation ceased. 
While the body was hanging old Waltz came 
into the room, and shaking hands with the 
Sheriff remarked that it was all over now, but 
showed no very marked feelings of emotion 


THE DEAD AND THE DYING. 


Across the hall, directly opposite to the 
room in which Waltz hung, lay poor Ernst 
his head covered with cloths, keeping from 
sight the horrible wounds, and all uncon 
scious of the scene in the other apartment 
slowly nearing the mysterious bourne to which 
his murderer had been so hurriedly sent. 
No 
one expressed the slightest hope for the 
wounded man, the opinion.of all being that it 
was his wonderful vitality that prevented him 
from yielding sooner to the power of the death 
that surely claimed him. 


THÉ MOURNERS. 


In the Sheriff's room on the first floor were 
the Waltz family, father, mother and sister of 
Joe. The parents were neatly dressed and the 
old lady sat quietly reading a prayer-book, the 
old man sat gloomily apart, and the daughter 
with tear-stained eyes was poring over a large 
Bible she ha«l taken from a table in tbe room 
She was plainly and tastefully dressed in 
black! and had a face not unprepossessing, 
and scarcely seeming to justify the bad things 
that had been said of her. 
THE VERDICT. 


Tho jury retired after the surgeons had de 
dared Waltz dead, and signed a verdict to 
the effect that he came to bis death accord 
ing to sentence duly passed upon him of han 
ing by the neck.’ 
The body, after hanging over half an hoar, 
was taken down, the neck found to have been 
dislocated. 
A postmortem, examination was 
decided upon by the physicians, the result of 
which we give below. 


THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 


At the post-mortem examination of Waltz’; 
brain it was ascertained that tbe skull meas 
ured 7} inches anteriorly and posteriorly, and 
6 inches laterally. 
The brain,'which was in 
perfectly healthy state, weighed 54 ounces 
The size ar d weight of the brain would indi 
cate extractdhiary intellectual ability, and 
prove Waltz to be anything but an idiot. Rul 
lofl's brain weighed 54 ounces, while Daniel 
Webster’s weighed 56 ounces. 


THE REMAINS 
were placed in a plain black coffin, on the lid 
of which was a plate inscribed 
“ JOSEPH WALTZ, 
A g e d 23 Y e a r s . ” 
It is the intention of the officials to give the 
body a quiet, private burial, and no persons 
will be allowed to view tho remaius. 


t h e m u r d e r e r ' s c e l l . 


After the execution there was a great rusli 
to the cell recently occupied by the murderer. 
It affords some remarkable indications of the 
workings of tho strange man’s min J. 
On the 
iron walls of the cell are a number of pictures, 
with inscriptions and verses. 
The most con­ 
spicuous picture is that of a balloon about 


two h it long; aud olaUjriRi la d itilti. 
Í4 is 


labelled “ Excelsior," and tlnlon flags float 
from the basket, In whibh stands ui man. 
From the mouth of tlli3 passenger, Wfco is 
presumably 
the murderer, are prltttad tbe 
words; “ Goodbye; mother!” Near this is a, 
flower pot full of inharmoniously colored flow­ 
ers, standing on a table from which a flag 
hangs. 
Under it Waltz has written: 
Dear Union flag, within whose spell, 
I find a safe defence from hell, 
Nor lion’s force, nor demon’s guide, 
Shall break my flower pot the while. 


Wrlcten in all the colors at his disposal, 
each word being of a different hue from the 
one next to it, is this. 
Far up In the moon no bad spirits go, 
. 
And as it will make a bright home for this .Toe— 
For there I’ll see God and the aogels no doubt, 
And so I must g o -m y dear friends let me out. 


And now let me shake off this slumbering trance, 
And kill every devil, and onward advance, 
For my spirit Is like an Inflated balloon. 
In which I am going to sail to the moon. 


There are also three figures, a circle, tri­ 
angle and square, carefully 
and exactly 
drawn, and inside the figures are contained 
these inscriptions, in black and blue—“Earth 
and Life [H ere];” in the triangle— “Hell and 
Death [Below];” in the square— “Heaven and 
Eternity [Above].” 
Over the figures is an ap­ 
propriate and charaeterislic verse. 
A large sun, in red. with a profusion of 
rays and a human face in ths centre, has this 
verse appended: 
Sabians, feel thy power 
At midnight’s darkest hour, 
Thou gentle sun. ‘ 
And under a star close by the sun: 
Sabians, all thy power. 
Which makes these spirits cower, 
Thou brilliant star. 
The following i3 surrounded by a border of 
rapes aud human faces: 
The ghosts and spirits 
That haunt the nights 
Are dreadful sight*. 
Stretched across the corner over the bed are 
strings, hung from which are shreds of colored 
cloths, making a sort of fringe. 
The pictures are strikingly faithful in every 
detail, drawn witli colored crayons, and the 
lines as true as if sketched by mathematical 
measurement. 
The verses aud inscriptions 
are printed in full, round, accurately formed 
letters, and there is a finish about all of the 
work leading the ignorant observer to suppose 
it done by hands skilled by long practice, aid­ 
ed by a brain perfected by long study—and 
all of it is the work of this uneducated, won­ 
derful countryman, who died like a dog and 
gave no sign of human feeling.
